TTyHEPtEAS it is expedient to alter the mode of electing repre- 

» f sentative peers for Scotland, also the mode of electing repre- 
sentative peers for Ireland, so as in each case to give the minority 
a share in the representation : 

5 And whereas it is expedient to enable Her Majesty to summon 
Scotch and Irish peers to Parliament hv tlieh Scotch or Irish titles : 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority 
10 of the same, as follows : 

1. At general elections of representative peers for Scotland no 
peer shall vote for more than ten candidates. 

2. Representative peers for Ireland shall be elected in batches of 
three. 

15 No peer shall vote for more than two candidates at such elections. 

3. It shall be lawful for Her Majesty, her heirs and successors, 
to summon Scotch and Irish peers to Parliament by their Scotch or 
Irish titles. 

Peers so summoned shall have the same rights, including the 
20 right of speaking and voting in Parliament, privileges and prece- 
dence, as representative peers, and none other, except that peers of 
Scotland as well as peers of Ireland so summoned shall be peers of 
Parliament for life. 

Such summonses shall confer no right on the heirs or successors 
25 of the peers so summoned.
